GEORGE  DRUM,  Sr.,  LINE 


PHILIP  DRUM  AND  DESCENDANTS 


The  progenitor  of  our  line,  Philip  Drum,  arrived  in  Phila¬ 
delphia,  September  9,  1738,  on  the  ship  Glasgow,  sailing  from 
Rotterdam.  His  age  was  given  as  36  years.  He  was  therefore 
born  in  1702.  According  to  James  Laux,  historian,  this  Philip 
Drum  had  a  son,  Jacob  Drum,  who  was  killed  by  the  Indians, 
and  he  in  turn  had  a  son,  George  Drum,  who  was  a  lad  12  years 
old  when  his  father  was  killed,  and  his  mother  captured  by  the 
Indians. 


George  Drum  and  his  first  wife  are  buried  at  St.  John’s 
Church,  Butler  Valley,  Luzerne  County,  Pa.

Michael  Beishline,  father  of  Magdalene  Belshline,  died  in 
1859,  aged  89  years.  Michael  Beishline  was  a  kind  and  indulgent 
parent;  upright  and  honest  in  the  daily  transactions  of  his  life, 
and  he  departed  without  leaving  an  enemy  to  cast  reproach  upon 
his  memory. 

Philip  Drum  died  February  27,  1858,  in  Butler  Township, 
aged  71  years  12  days. 

‘ddis  gentle  voice,  his  radiant  eye, 

On  earth  will  answer  ours  no  more, 

Yet,  think  we  not  of  him  as  dead 
But  only  gone  before.” 

Abraham  Drum,  ex-sheriff  of  Luzerne  County,  died  Nov. 
9,  1869,  aged  65  years.  A  widely  known  and  generally  esteemed 
gentleman  of  this  county,  Mr.  Drum  though  unpretending,  was 
one  of  nature’s  noble  men,  an  honest  man.  He  was  sheriff  of 
Luzerne  County  several  years,  and  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties 
so  distinguished  himself  by  his  uniform  kindness,  that  he  made 
friends  rather  than  enemies.

Land  Acquired 

The  first  deed  of  land  to  George  Drum,  Sr.,  was  for  fifty  acres 
in  Sugarloaf  Township,  Luzerne  County,  Pa.,  May  21,  1813, 
bought  from  George  K.  Harrison. 

The  first  deed  recorded  to  Philip  Drum  was  given  by  Dr. 
Benjamin  Rush,  of  Philadelphia,  who  owned  a  large  tract  of 
land  in  Luzerne  County.  The  deed  is  dated  Dec.  24,  1808,  for 
2  acres  and  100  perches  in  the  village  of  Conyngham  for  $40. 
Sept.  1,  1814,  he  bought  2  acres  and  150  perches  from  Redmond 
Conyngham  for  $40,  also  situated  in  Conyngham.  This  deed 
was  acknowledged  by  Redmond  Conyngham  before  George 
Drum,  Sr.,  Justice  of  the  Peace.  February  1,  1826,  he  bought 
25  acres  and  60  perches  from  John  N.  Conyngham,  also  in  Sugar- 
loaf  Township.  In  1836,  he  bought  from  Peter  Roth  6  acres  and 
2  perches  for  $36,  same  location.  In  1847,  he  bought  from  John 
Conyngham,  31  acres  and  102  perches  in  Butler  Township  for 
$363,  and  in  1848  in  Butler  Township,  17  acres  for  $255,  also 
from  same  party.  September  1,  1814,  George  Drum,  Jr.,  bought 
2  acres  of  land  adjoining  that  of  Philip  Drum,  in  Sugarloaf 
Township. 
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
